a. The site is a 76.5 acre parcel of undeveloped land located on the northeasterly side of
Wareham Street (Route 28) and the southwesterly side of Route 495. The site is located 0.9
miles southerly of the Route 28 and the 1-495 interchange and approximately 1 mile north of

South Middleboro Center. The site consists of approximately 30 acres of upland and 46.5
acres of wetland.

b. The Project is a commercial subdivision consisting of approximately 2,100 LF of road typically
with a 32 foot width of pavement and a sidewalk. At build-out, the Project will include up to
78,000 SF of office space and approximately 387,000 SF of industrial space.

The existing water distribution system in Wareham Street will be extended within the
proposed subdivision roadway. Wastewater from the proposed commercial and industrial
uses will be discharged to on-site individual private septic systems. Stormwater from the site

will be collected and directed to on-site pretreatment and detention systems prior to its
discharge.
